OTTAWA LETTER

M:mbers of parliament from al! 
over Canada came to Ottawa deter- 
mined tiyat Canada should put forth 
its maximum effort to assist the 
Empire and the gallant allies in, this 
liie and death struggle. Much _ in- 
formation that had been withheld has 
now been given and it is evident to 
all that recent news has caused a 
speeding up of preparations, 

May 10th a military division con- 
sisting of 23,678 men was overseas 
at the disposal of the British officers, 

A second division of 24,645 men 
is ready to embark when ships are 
available, A third division will be 
at once recruited and occupy the 
camps of the second division, 

In addition on that date there were: 

In training centres 16,282; in 
coastal defence 9,086; guarding val- 
uable points 1,665; other troops 
6,223, 

At the beginning of the war the 
Navy consisted of a dozen vessels and 
1,600 officers and ratings, Now, 
there are 100 vessels and 5,614 men 
and officers, By March 81st next, 
thiis will have been increased to 
1,450 officers and 10,000 men. On 
May 10th there were in active ser- 
vice 9 destroyers, 15 mine sweepers, 


6 anti-submarine vessels and 66 
auxiliary vessels ninety additional 
patrol vessels and mine sweepers 


are under construction, 

The British Commonwealth air 
training plan is not an exclusively 
Canadian undertaking. The orders 
were placed when arrangements were 
made for planes and etc., and de- 
velopment was to progress as sup- 
plies could be received. This activity 
is being speeded up. All factories on 
war work and the shipyards and 
heavy industries are asked to work 
day and night, including Sunday.

cade. It can be safely assumed that strong pressure will be exerted to 
secure a greater measure of federal aid, if not full responsibility, for the 
unemployable on relief.

An Interesting Test 


Experiments To Determine Whether 
Hot Water Freezes Faster 
Than Cold 


Does hot water freeze faster than 
cold water? This has been a sub- 
ject of much controversy among lay- 
men, Now the scientists have enter- 
ed the discussion, with conflicting 
|findings. To the physicist there is 
just one answer, if the experiment is 
performed under ideal conditions— 
that cold water will freeze faster 
than hot. But in practical experi- 
;ments it is not always possible to 
| attain ideal conditions, and conse- 
quently inconsistencies, real or &p- 
| Parent, develop. | 

It was pointed out in the discus- | 

sions that hot water evaporated fas- | 
ter than cold, and that if the experi-| 
ments were started with equal 
amounts of water the hotter one| 
would soon become much _ smaller, | 
|and that this would aid it in freez- 
ing quicker. This also would make 
the experiment unscientific because} 
the starting conditions were not con- 
; tinued unaltered. 
Two series of experiments were 
;made by Dr. G. Wakeham, of the} 
University of Colorado, He made 
| eight tests. In four of them, 250) 
cubic centimeters of water at vari- 
ous temperatures were placed in 
cylinders, and in the four 
others equal amounts of water were 
placed at the same temperatures in 
pie tins. The time in which it took 
each sample to freeze in outdoor} 
temperatures of slightly above zero 
was recorded, 

Water boils at a temperature of} 


199 degrees, Fahrenheit, at the 10,-| 
000-foot altitude, where the tests} 
were made. The times in which the] 


| the cylinders were 199 degrees, 54| 
| minutes; 86 degrees, 42 minutes; 68 | 
|} degrees, 39 minutes; 50 degrees, 37 
minutes. When the pie tins were 
| used, a different set of results was| 
obtained. The freezing times were} 
199 degrees, 31 minutes; 86 degrees, 
383 minuts; 68 degrees, 31 minutes; 
50 degrees, 29 minutes. 

It is apparent from these figures | 
that the shape of the vessel has a 
great effect on the freezing time. 


freeze when it was placed in a cylin-| 
der, but only 31 minutes when placed | 
in a pie tin. When the pie tin was 
used there was little difference in the 
freezing time whether the water was 
at the boiling point or 149 degrees 
cooler (31 and 29 minutes respec- 
tively). 

The trouble with most experiments 
is that they are not made under 
| carefully controlled conditions. 
| Freshly boiled water is in a differ- 
jent state from unboiled water, Heat- 
ing drives dissolved gases out of 
aber As water cools it will re- 
absorb gases. Boiling will precipi- 
| tate certain dissolved solids. All of 
| these changes make a difference in 
|the rate at which water will absorb 
heat or give it up. 

In _ scientific tests these factors 
must be controlled, as well as the air 
pressure at which the tests are made. 
The temperature to which the water 
is exposed must be kept constant, 
and the specific heat of the vessel 
in which the water is contained must 
be considered. When these condi- 
tions are observed and the only dif- 
ference between two samples of 
| water is their temperature, then the 
cold water will freeze faster than 
the hot.—By John J, O'Neill in the 
| New York Herald Tribune.

Great Britain Never Forgets Re- 


sponsibility To Her Dependencies 

The Colonial Secretary has pre- 
sented to the British Parliament a 
bill which shows the long vision of 
British statesmanship. 

Each year for the next ten years, 
{t is proposed, £5,000,000 will be 
spent on colonial development in eco- 
nomic and other fields. An addi- 
tional £500,000 is to be spent annu- 
ally on colonial research. Moreover 
£11,264,488 advanced in loans to Bri- 
tish colonies in recent years is to be 
forgiven the debtors, turned into out- 
right grants. 

Wars come and go, but the Empire 
carries on, and the home govern- 
ment's responsibility for the colonies 
and dependencies never is forgotten.
